The application is allowable for the reasons set forth on page 19, lines 10-21 and page 20, 
lines 1-9, of Appellant's brief, which is hereby incorporated by reference. As noted therein, and 
as argued on page 19, lines 10-21 and page 20, lines 1-9 of Appellant's brief, the claimed 
invention requires steps of measuring the displacement of the press contact blades caused by the 
insertion of the wire; and determining the acceptability of the press contact terminal as the object 
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to be inspected by predicting the contact loads between the press contact blades of the press 
contact terminal as the object to be inspected based on the measured displacement and the 
reference data. The prior art of record does not teach or suggest the claimed invention.
